That cottonseed meal can profit­ 
ably be used as a fertilizer at the 
present time because of its low 
market price, is indicated in the 
following statem ent issued today 
by Dr. G. S. Fraps, Chief Division 
of Chemistry and State Chemist, 
Texas Experim ent Station: 
“ Under 
ordinary 
conditions,” 
states Dr. Fraps, “cottonseed meal 
is worth more as a feed than as a 
fertilizer. 
It should be fed as ex­ 
tensively as possible and a large 
part of the fertilizing value secur­ 
ed from the solid and liquid excre­ 
ment of animals. 
There are times, 
however, 
when 
cottonseed meal 
sells at a price less than its fer­ 
tilizing value, and there is no rea 
son why southern farm ers should 
send away good m aterial a t a low 
price, and pay more for nitrogen 
from other sources. 
U nder these 
conditions, cottonseed meal can be 
profitably used as a fertilizer. 
“ It must be remembered, also, 
that ‘o ff’ cottonseed meal is equal­ 
ly as good for fertilizer as high 
colored meal, provided it has tho 
same nitrogen content. 
The meal 
must decay in the soil before the 
plants secure the nitrogen- 
This 
decay begins almost as soon as the 
meal is put in the ground. 
‘O ff’ 
cottonseed meal can frequently be 
secured at an attractive price. 
“ A m ixture of 300 pounds acid 
phosphate and 200 poands cotton 


seed meal 
will give a fertilizer 
containing nearly 3 parts of phos­ 
phoric acid to I part of nitrogen. 
If potash is desired, the addition 
of SO pounds of sulphate of mu­ 
riate of potash will gave a ratio 
of 3:1:1. 
With the lutter m ixture, 
550 pounds would 
be 
equal to 
about IOO pounds of a 12:4:4 fer­ 
tilizer. 
“A m ixture of 200 pounds acid 
phosphate and 200 pounds cotton­ 
seed meal would give a fertilizer 
with a plant food ratio of 2 of 
phosphoric arid to nearly I of ni­ 
trogen. 
The addition of 30 pounds 
m uriate 
or 
sulphate 
of 
potash 
would give n ratio of 2:1:1. 
With 
the latter m ixture, 
450 pounds 
would approxim ately 
equal 
400 
pounds of an 8:4:4 fertilizer. 
A 
m ixture of 150 pounds acid phos­ 
phate und 200 pounds cottonseed 
meal would give a plant food ra­ 
tio of J 
:1:0, while a m ixture of 
IOO pounds acid phospate and 200 
pounds cottonseed meal would give 
a ratio of 1:1:0. 
In either case, 
30 pounds m uriate or sulphate of 
potash would be added. to gat a 
ratio of I lk :1 :1, or 1:1:1. 
“A consideration of the above 
m ixtures will help one to decide 
whether he wishes to make up his 
own fertilizer m ixture, or buy fer­ 
tilizers 
already 
made 
up.

prices of the m aterials, and the 
cost of mixing should, of course,
